Many times 
he lefl a tree and a big rooi-channcling borer, his slaying power 
all drained out through the sore lingers, but came back the 
ncxl day and the next, -11 was his chore. When the orchard 
was well into bearing and pride, a windstorm destroyed two- 
thirds of it. The boy who dug the grubs has since nenl pa 
tiently at the roots of some other things and seen (hem lend 
upward. 
Recently be bought those fifteen bounteous apple 


trees back into the family, and has started his boy on more 
irees and borers behind a windbreak. 


Chore laws are ancient, simple, and inexorable: Do the 


thing half feared or dreaded, at the lime appointed, without 
being' told again, as well as if the master stood alongside. 
Bring in the wood the same when the pile is icebound and go 
back after the dropped slick, (jet the young cattle through 
the barway, though they break and go around you twelve 
times and again, and dark comes, and you are crying. Warm 
your fingers afterwards. Don't tell.

soul of childhood lies almost bare in the clear, expectant eyes, 
from school-out till'supper,'from simper to bedtime—some- 
thing more than play is needed. Children feel this and wait, 
and prowl about for material of a stouter weave, something 
fibered with the full life roundabout and impending; and, ad- 
venturing unguided, they gel knowledge and scars.

ing proportionate disadvantages, will go on regularly to the 
hard, high places.
